j growth of 22.5 per cent in popula- 
i tion during the last ten years is 
shown by the first ninety cities of 
10,000 or more inhabitants for which 
enumerations in the 1930 census 
have been announced. 
This first indication of the trend 
of the country’s population is fur­ 
nished by a compilation made by 
the Associated Press from the of­ 
ficial preliminary announcements of 
supervisors throughout the country. 
Tile country’s growth as a whole 
in the decade, ending with 1920, was 
14.9 per cent, while in the previous 
decade, ending with 1910, it was 21.0 
per cent.

Atlanta Has 35.6 Gain 
Growth of the country’s urban 
population, that is. people living in 
places of 2,500 or more’inhabitants, 
showed an increase of 25.7 per cent 
in the decade ending with 1920, and 
for the previous decade it was 34.8 
per cent 
Only one of the country’s larger 
cites has reported thus far. 
It is 
Atlanta, which reported 266,557 peo­ 
ple. an increase of 35.6 per cent over 
1920. 
Of the cities thus far reporting, 
the largest percentages of increases 
have been shown by Ventura, Cali­ 
fornia, w ith. 186.3 per cent; Lake­ 
land, Florida, with 130.2 per cent, 
and Decatur, Georgia, with 121.2 per 
cent. 
Cities showing fifty per cent 
or more increase in the ten years 
are mostly in tile South and West.

HOUGH I have visited Savannah many times, I am always happy to 
return. Many years ago my friend. Mr. Gregory, of one of the news­ 
papers there, drove me about the city and explained its interesting points. 
I no longer see him there, but his memory is very precious. 
Savannah was founded by General James Edward Oglethorpe in 
1733. It is a city of notable buildings, statues and. old homes, for his­ 
tory seeps through almost every street. The corner stone of the statue 
to General Nathanael Greene, of Revolutionary fame, was laid by Gen­ 
eral Lafayette in 1835. 
Here the great John Wesley preached and established the first Sunday 
School in the English speaking world. He was succeeded by George 
Whitefield, who established the first home for orphaned boys in America. 
It exists in a most useful manner today. Here, during Colonial days, were 
the public bake ovens and the "House for Strangers " 'These sites are 
now occupied by prosperous business institutions 
In Savannah lived Eli Whitney, the inventor of the Cotton Gin. 
Woodrow Wilson was married here, in the parsonage of the Independent 
Presbyterian church, to Miss Helen Axson. The oldest theatre in con­ 
tinuous use in the United States is here—the Savannah Theatre. The 
great Pole. Count Casmir Pulaski, fell here during the siege of Savannah 
in the Revolutionary war. He was a cavalry officer in the American 
Army. 
Here is a monument to Major-Gen. Alexander Lawton, who was 
killed in the Philippines. He used to advance far out in front of his 
troops and expose himself, with his notable plume upon his h e a d - 
unafraid! 
The first steamship that crossed the Atlantic Ocean from America was 
built in Savannah, and sailed from there on May 24, 1819. The largest 
naval stores market in the world is here, the largest cotton port on the 
Atlantic coast, and also one of the largest lumber ports in the world. 
On the Isle of Hope, a few miles from the city, is the home of the 
diamond-backed terrapin; and here is ^located one of the unique rooms 
that you rarely see—a music room, probably unlike any other in the world. 
Here everything plays music, including the bed, chairs, plates, glasses— 
when you touch them! 
This beautiful city is surrounded by historic old plantations, the old 
slave huts, lovely estates; and in the springtime it waits its beauty to the 
lour winds, in fragrance from its flowers. 
No one should ever be near Savannah without visiting it and tucking 
away its interests and beauties into permanent memory.
